U.S. church ‘on track,’ says report

WASHINGTON (NC) — Despite the views of some 
critics, the U.S. Catholic Church ‘‘is fundamentally on 
the right track’’ in carrying out the work of the Second 
Vatican Council, said Bishop James Malone in a 
preparatory report to Rome for the upcoming world 
Synod of Bishops, 


Bishop Malone, of Youngstown, Ohio, is to attend the 
extraordinary synod as president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. The synod, to be held 
Nov. 25-Dec. 8, was called by Pope John Paul II to 
review Vatican II 20 years after its closing. 


BISHOP MALONE’S 7,000-word pre-synod report, 
released in Washington Sept. 16, urged the special 
meeting of bishops at the Vatican to give ‘‘particular 
attention’’ to women’s “‘role in church and society.”’ 


The report also called on the synod to address 
“‘specifically such issues as celibacy and the general 
weakening of the sense of commitment”’ as factors in the 
priest shortage. 


Bishop Malone wrote that major needs in the Church 
include greater evangelization efforts, clearing up 
‘“‘confusion over moral issues,’’ giving young people a 
sense of “‘Catholic identity,’ clarifying the distinctions 
between ordained and non-ordained ministry, and 
spelling out the proper role of bishops’ conferences 
around the world. 


THE NCCB president did not directly cite recent 
criticisms of the U.S. church by some Vatican officials, 
among whom the most notable has been Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, head of the Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith. But he incorporated into his report several 


points of response to the critics.

SHARE program to begin in the ‘Big Apple’

BAY PARK — SHARE (Self Help and Resource 
Exchange) will distribute food to 3,000 New York City 
families during its initial month of operation in that city, 
SHARE coordinators announced at a Sept. 11 news 
conference held at the group’s warehouse here. 


In just over two years SHARE, which began in San 
Diego, has spread across the country. The organization 
operates food distribution programs in San Diego, 
Chicago, Virginia, Newark, N.J., and New York City. 


SHARE EXECUTIVE Director Deacon Carl Shelton 
and New York SHARE Director Lee Stuart spoke at the 
press conference via a prerecorded videotape. Both are 
now at SHARE?’s South Bronx warehouse working with 
50 New York host organizations to prepare for the first 
food distribution day on Sept. 21 (dubbed ‘D-Day’ by 
SHARE volunteers). 


““The core of SHARE is in San Diego,”’ Shelton said. 
“Thanks to the leadership of Bishop Maher and the 
cooperation of the St. Vincent. de Paul Center under 
Father Joe Carroll, San Diego has set the trend for 
helping the needy and our experiment has proven to be 
workable.”’ 


Stuart gave up her teaching job at UCSD to oversee the 
New York program. ‘‘The hundreds of people involved in 
SHARE come from many different churches,’’ Stuart 
said. As one New York City volunteer, pointed out, 


participants come from all walks of life to ‘‘share our 
food, love and responsibility.’’ 


ALTHOUGH THE program was conceived and 
initiated by Shelton as an activity of the Diocese of San 
Diego, local civic and religious leaders at the press 
conference underscored the ecumenical spirit behind the 
drive to end hunger. Those present included Bishop Leo 
T. Maher, Father Joseph Carroll, director of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center, and Pastor Denny Mongold of 
the First Assembly of God in Chula Vista. County 
Supervisors George Bailey and Susan Golding and City 
Councilwoman Gloria McColl were also present. 


Bishop Maher spoke of the benefits for all people 
involved in SHARE, including those who volunteer their 
time and talents to coordinate the group’s activities. 
Community projects like SHARE are a positive sign of 
Christian commitment. Such programs give less fortunate 
families a “‘chance to be lifted up,’’ grasp new leases on 
life and change negative attitudes, he said. ‘“There is a 
strong sense of purpose in SHARE,’ Bishop Maher 
added. 


SHARE volunteers are quick to point out that their 
program is not ‘‘charity,’’ but a cooperative effort by all 
participants resulting in an increased sense of self- 
sufficiency. 

FOR $12 AND two hours of community service, 
SHARE participants receive 50-60 pounds of food valued 
at approximately $40. 


Lay leaders gather 
at Convocation Day

ALCALA PARK — More than 500 active diocesan 
parish lay leaders and clergy gathered at the University of 
San Diego Sept. 14 for the first ever diocesan-wide 
Convocation Day. 


The Convocation Day was planned by the Diocesan 
Pastoral Council (DPC) ‘‘to celebrate the many gifts that 
the laity has shared so generously and to provide 
inspiration and in-service for the future,’’ said Tom 
Spencer, DPC chairman. 


THE EVENT included a keynote address by Dr. 
Anita Figueredo, San Diego’s first female surgeon and an 
active Catholic lay leader, workshops and a concelebrated 
Mass. Bishop Leo T. Maher was the Mass’ principal 
celebrant; Msgr. Peter Mimnagh, pastor of St. Vincent 
Church in Mission Hills, was the homilist. 


Participants attended one of ten workshops offered on 
topics which included ‘‘Councils in 1985: Can We Up the 
Down Image?,”’ ‘‘Strengthening Families through Parish 
Community,’ and ‘‘Ministry to Our Youth: Our 
Strength for Today and in the Future.’’ 


During the keynote address, Figueredo explained the 
work of the National Advisory Council (NAC) to U.S. 
bishops. Figueredo is a member of the NAC. 


THE NAC was formed by the National Council of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) ‘‘to be a continual instrument 
of understanding and unity’’ within the Church and ‘‘to 
be of service to Christ’s Church,’’ the mother of nine 
children said. 


In order to make the NAC a representative body, U.S. 
bishops divided the country into 13 regions according to 
population, Figueredo explained. One lay man and one 
lay woman from each of these regions is selected to serve 
on the NAC. Figueredo is the female representative for 
Region XI which includes Calif., Nev., Hawaii and 
Guam. 


Made up of 62 members, the group of laity and clergy 
meets twice a year in Washington, D.C., she explained. 
The NAC includes six bishops elected by the NCCB, 13 
lay women, 13 lay men, six or seven priests, three women 
Religious, three men Religious and 17 or 18 ‘‘at-large 
members.’’ At-large members are ‘“‘selected to fill any 
gaps’’ within the group, she said. For example, two 
young people and a Puerto Rican nun from New York are 
on the present NAC.

NEW AGREEMENT — A column drawn 
from Pope John Paul II’s speeches and 
writings, the presentation of which angered the 
Vatican, will continue under new guidelines 
fashioned by the Vatican and the news 
syndicates which distribute the column, 
Richard Newcombe, the syndicates president, 
said. Under the verbal agreement the News 
America and The Times of London 
syndicates, owned by publisher Rupert 
Murdoch, will change the name of the column 
to ‘‘Selected Observations of Pope John Paul 
II’’ from ‘‘Observations by Pope John Paul 
II.’’ The change avoids the appearance that 
the column was written by the pope. The 
agreement also provides that sources for the 
column’s material will be cited so that the 

’ pope’s words will be understood in context. 


TERRIBLE SITUATION — A New 
York-based human rights organization has 
charged El Salvador’s government and leftist 
guerrillas with violating the human rights of 
Salvadoran civilians. ‘‘President (Jose 
Napoleon) Duarte’s civilian government 
notwithstanding, the human rights situation in 
‘El Salvador remains terrible,’’ Americas 
Watch said in a 158-page report released Sept. 
12. Americas Watch, which monitors human 
rights activity in the Western Hemisphere, 
prepared its report before Duarte’s own 
daughter was kidnapped. The report included 
figures compiled by Tutela Legal, the human 
rights office of the Archdiocese of San 
Salvador.

APPROVAL URGED — The 
Administrative Board of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in a Sept. 11 statement urged 
approval of the Anti-Apartheid Act of 1985 
pending in Congress. The board said that 
President Reagan’s Sept. 9 anti-apartheid 
executive order was welcome, but the 
congressional proposal ‘‘offers a stronger and 
broader approach which we still believe is 
necessary.”’ 


PRAYER DEFEATED — The Senate, 
voting 62-36 Sept. 10, defeated a new attempt 
to permit organized prayer in public schools. 
The legislation, sponsored by Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C., would have prevented federal 
courts from having jurisdiction over school 
prayer and would have allowed local and state 
governments to re-introduce prayer in public 
schools. Short debate preceded the vote on the 
school prayer proposal, which was brought up 
for Senate action with little advance publicity. 


HEALTH CARE ACCESS — The 
Catholic Health Association Sept. 10 backed 
the call of four congressmen for creation of a 
national council to review access for Ameri- 
cans to adequate health care. CHA had 
recommended establishment of such a national 
panel last February. The proposed National 
Council on Access to Health Care would 
conduct local hearings on health-care issues 
around the nation, consider questions of health 
care and make recommendations to Congress 
and the president. Introducing the Sept. 10 
legislation to create the council were Sens. 
Paul Simon, D-Ill., and David Durenberger, 
R-Minn., and Reps. W. Henson Moore, 
R-La., and Richard A. Gephardt, D-Mo. 


TRADITION LIVES — The pilgrimage 
tradition is very much alive in the United 
States, a religion professor told shrine directors 
Sept. 10 in Washington at their first national 
meeting. “‘The stereotype that American 
Catholics are not pilgrimage-oriented is simply 
untrue,’’ said James Preston, professor of 
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anthropology and religion at State University 
of New York at Oneonta, N.Y. ‘‘Pilgrimage is 
very much alive in this great country.’’ But the 
tradition should be expanded, he believes, and 
the time has come for the American pilgrimage 
““to make its mark in the world,”’ Preston told 
the 90 directors of shrines and places of 
pilgrimage who met at the National Shrine of 
the Immaculate Conception. 


TOO MANY CHEATERS — President 
Reagan Sept. 11 promoted his proposed tax 
overhaul as ‘‘pro-family’’ while White House 
Chief of Staff Donald Regan said the plan 
doesn’t contain tuition tax credits because they 
represent an ‘‘addition’’ when the 
administration’s goal is “‘reform.’’ Chief of 
Staff Regan also said the administration wants 
to drop the tax deduction for charitable 
contributions by non-itemizing taxpayers 
because too many citizens cheat on it. 


PRODUCTIONS LACKING — Mother 
Angelica, founder of the Eternal Word 
Television Network, said at a New York press 
conference Sept. 6 that Catholics should not 
try to improve American television by the 
negative strategies of boycotts and 
‘‘screaming,’’ but by producing more good 
quality programs themselves. ‘“The Church is 
terrifically remiss in production,’’ she said. 
“‘As a church we ought to have the most 
fantastic programs ever produced.’’ Mother 
Angelica, who lives at Our Lady of the Angels 
Monastery in Irondale, Alabama, just outside 
Birmingham, was in the New York area for a 
Sept. 8 speaking engagement at the National 
Blue Army Shrine in Washington, N.J.

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*|* Migrants’ needs exceed helpers’ resources

NORTH COUNTY — Although 
the Church ministers to migrants of all 
ages in many parts of the diocese, their 
needs exceed the resources of those 
willing to help. 

“We have to reach out to them. They 
are not going to come to us,”’ said Deacon 
Harold Kutler of St..Mary Star of the Sea 
parish, Oceanside. ‘‘They live like 
animals and are hunted like animals by 
the Border Patrol. They need acceptance 
and unconditional love. We have to feed 
the migrants’ spirits. ..so they feel they are 
human.”’ 


“THEY ARE ‘first-class human 
beings. We, as a society, should not treat 
them like secdnd-class citizens,’’ said 
Father Roger Lechner, pastor of St. 
Stephen’s Church, Valley Center. 


Catholics ‘‘have a lot of prejudice that has 
to be addressed. Spanish-speaking and 
Anglo communities both need more 
appreciation of each other.”’

Deacon Kutler agrees there is a 
prevalent attitude that ‘‘migrants should 
not be here.’’ 

Hispanics noted this attitude in a 
document developed for their Third 
Encuentro. It states, ‘‘Some Catholics 


hold strong prejudices against us 
Hispanic migrants and treat us without 
respect. They do not want to consider us 
part of the Christian community because 
we are...there for but a brief time...”’ 


‘““MIGRANTS FEEL alienated by the 
Church and by society,’’ said Enrique 


Mendez, director of the Padre Hidalgo 
which provides

development for Hispanics. These 
workers ‘‘come to the United States only 
to make money — most return to 
Mexico.”’ 


Catholics eat the food produced, but do 
not care what wages migrants receive, he 
said. Federal and state taxes are withheld 
from their checks, ‘‘but they receive no 
benefits from their taxes.’’ 


The Encuentro document also 
recommends that evangelization of 
migrants, which should reach their 


camps, include instruction on Scripture 
and liturgy, farmworkers’ human rights 
and immigration laws. ‘‘The Catholic 
Church has done little to educate us in 
this area,’’ it claims. 


JOSEFINA CALDERON of Our 


Lady of Guadalupe parish, Calexico, is 
part of a Region XI committee which 
meets to follow-up on migrants’ needs as 
addressed in the document. 


Catholics ‘‘need more awareness of 
migrant workers’ problems,’’ said Mary 
Lou Sauerborn, director of Oceanside’s 
Ecumenical Service Center. ‘‘They are 
segregated from others and need to know 
the Church cares....Poor people do not 
assert their rights because they are fearful 
of losing what they have.”’ 


“‘We have not made~a study of the 
numbers and needs of unchurched 
migrants,’’ said Father James Kernan, 
associate pastor of St. Margaret Mary 
Church, Brawley. He also advocates a 
“fuller implementation of the diocesan 
pastoral plan for Hispanics’’ developed 
by the Office of Hispanic Affairs.

Oceanside, said that more Spanish- 
speaking priests are needed to minister to 
migrants. ‘“Thousands are without 
religious instruction and the Mass.’’

USD Law School opens juvenile defense clinic 


ALCALA PARK — The University of 
San Diego Law School has begun a clinic 
whereby students defend juveniles in 
criminal cases, the first such program in 
California and most of the West. 


““We’ve tried to get into juvenile court 
for years and this year the court has asked 
us to come in,”’ said Rick Barron, who 
directs the clinic with Laura Berend. Both 
are USD law professors. 


THE TWO began the clinic the last 
week of August with eight law students 
and two cases, a burglary and an auto 


theft. 


The professors will advise the students 
throughout the process and appear in 
court with students and their defendants. 

This semester they expect to handle up 


to three dozen juvenile cases. Only 
indigent juveniles are eligible for the 


service. 


JUVENILE COURT Supervising 
Judge Napolean Jones, whose consent 
made the clinic possible, said it will result 
in ‘‘quality represeniation for the 
juveniles. The law school students are 
prepared well and will do a good job for 
their clients.”’ 


Jones was a USD student who took part 
in the law school’s adult clinic when it was 
founded in 1971. 


Barron pointed out that clinic students 
have ‘‘unlimited time and resources’’ to 
devote to their clients. The move into 
juvenile court will ‘“‘expose students to a 
field of law sorely lacking in interested 
attorneys,’ he said. Many attorneys steer 
clear of court-appointed indigent juvenile 
cases because they do not pay well, he 
added.

priests in southern California should be 
able to speak Spanish. 


Spanish-speaking deacons and lay 
catechists are also needed to instruct 
campesinos, Father Robledo said. He 
believes many receive *‘‘no religious 
support and some are being cared for by a 
growing number of fundamentalist and 
evangelical denominations.”’ 


DEACON KUTLER notes the church 
lacks “‘organized programs’’ for ministry 
to migrants. He envisions a team with an 
‘Hispanic priest, Brother, teacher and 
counselor’ working with them. 


He has started a fund for an Oceanside 
shelter he hopes will be built in five years 
“‘to get people off the street.’’ It will be 
supported by local churches, civic groups 
and private donations, he said, adding 
that the present 17-bed Samaritan House 
for men and the 6-bed House of Martha 
and Mary for Women are inadequate. 


RECENTLY A North County couple 
donated funds to build two bathhouses on 
Deacon Kutler’s- property. The former 
seminarian is also shopping for a 
“catering truck with a customized steam 
table’’ to transport food to the fields. 


Influenced by Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta whom he saw at a Eucharistic 
Congress, he believes most Catholics are 
“envelope people’? who contribute 
money and let others do the work. If they 
can ‘‘be retrained...to become 
“personally involved’? in helping the 
poor, ‘‘our parishes will come alive with a 
spirit of community that overflows’’ and 
inspires others to say: ‘They must be 
Christians; they love one another.’ ”’ 


Sauerborn said that growers should 
““provide better living conditions’’ for’ 
migrants who harvest their crops. 


“MIGRANTS NEED to know the 
importance of learning English,’’ she 


-said. Volunteer tutors are needed in 


English-as-a-Second-Language 
programs. 

Catholics can also help migrants by 
volunteering their time at the Ecumenical 
Service Center and by donating food and 
clothing, she added. 


Father Kernan believes a team of 
priests, deacons and lay people could 
better evangelize the staff and detainees at 
El] Centro’s detention center.

Our ambivalence toward immigrants 


The United States is a country of immigrants. The Statue of 
Liberty proudly invites the poor, the weak and the needy to the 
great nation of opportunity. And indeed the poor of the world 
have taken this invitation seriously and have come to this country 
to seek life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 


Waves of immigrants have been coming since the very 


founding of this country. Yet the sad story of discrimination, 
exploitation and rejection that has met many newly arrived 
immigrants continues to repeat itself. The children of 
immigrants forget the suffering of their own parents and are 
quick to discriminate against newly arrived immigrants. 


The immigrant, whether legal or illegal, seems to pose a threat 
to those who are already here. The way of life of the comfortably 
installed appears to be threatened by the very presence of the 
‘‘foreigners’’ and especially by the immigrant of a different 
color. The darker the color, the greater the threat appears to be. 


There are certainly many causes of prejudice such as 
ignorance, ethnocentrism, superiority complex, etc. Yet at the 
base of all these causes of prejudice is the reality of sin — the sin 
which refuses to accept the beauty of the great diversity of God’s 
creation. 


In Chapters 10 and 11 of the Book of Genesis, it is evident that 
the great diversity of clans, nations and languages is a sign of 
God’s creative blessing. It is only in Genesis 11, when one nation 
tries to set itself up as the one and only way of God, that diversity 
becomes a curse. 


As long as humanity sees differences in terms of better or 
worse, or superior or inferior, segregating and destructive 
prejudices will continue. This gives rise to the love-hate 
relationship we have with the immigrant, which is a constant 
source of conflict for more and more Americans as a result of the 
new consciousness we now have due to the recent advances: 
minorities have made in this country. 


We fear immigrants because they are different. Fear of the 
unknown is a basic motivator of prejudice. Yet we want 
immigrants here because they are willing to do many of the lowly 
jobs which help support the economy. Because we are morally 
aware of that basic sin against humanity of which we speak, we 
find ourselves in greater conflict with our consciences. 


The very presence of immigrants challenges our moral 
conscience. We know that in most cases the immigrant is fleeing 
from conditions of human oppression and despair. The 
immigrant comes to the United States for a better life. Instead of 
ameliorating this despair, we often compound it with our basic 
fears and prejudices and economic exploitation. 


The presence of the immigrant brings the issue of basic human 
rights and justice right to our doorstep, and we are 
uncomfortable with it. Further more it brings the misery of the 
poor of the Third World — often hidden from most of us — right 
into our own front yard. 


It is difficult to deal with this without questioning our own 
existence and way of life.

Once a priest, always a priest 


Q. One of my friends at work recently told me that he 
used to be a priest. I was very surprised! Could you tell me 
something about the status of priests who have left the 
priesthood? 


A. Technically speaking, there really is no such thing as 
“leaving the priesthood.’’ More accurately, some priests are 
dismissed from the clerical state. Other priests are dispensed 
from the clerical state and from the obligations which are 
attached to it. Also, in extremely rare cases, an individual 
priest’s ordination may be declared null and void. In all cases 
where ordination has been validly received, however, it can 
never become invalid. Once a priest, always a priest. 


From time to time, sadly, an individual priest may be the 
source of irreparable scandal and extremely serious harm to the 
Church. In this circumstance, the Church may dismiss such a 
priest from the clerical state. This is sometimes called 
“‘defrocking.’’ Punitive dismissal from the priesthood is an 
extreme measure and is rarely employed. Moreover, punitive 
dismissal is never an automatic penalty. It can only be imposed 
after due process. 


A dispension from the clerical state and from the obligations 
attached to it is called laicization. A properly laicized priest is in 
good standing in the Church and may even be allowed to marry. 
However, a laicization does require some restrictions on a 
priest’s activity in the Church. For example, he may not teach in 
certain kinds of Catholic institutions, nor may he be an 
extraordinary minister of the Eucharist. Laicizations have 
become much less common than before in the papacy of John 
Paul II. : 


Some priests just abandon their assignments and attempt 
marriage by going through a civil ceremony. Until 1983, these 
priests and their civil-law wives were automatically 
excommunicated. Now the law penalizes such priests by 
punitively suspending them from all priestly activities. (Their 
civil-law wives are no longer the subjects of a penalty.) 
Obviously, also, such priests and their civil-law wives are living 
in an objectively immoral and scandalous way.

Has there ever been a parent who hasn’t faced a defiant 
youngster mouthing, ‘‘I’m sorry,’’ but whose very 
bearing clearly says he isn’t? It’s a classic situation in 
families. And it can drive parents up the family room 
wall. 


Has there ever been a child who hasn’t been forced to 
say she’s sorry when she isn’t? She doesn’t know how to 
deal with it either. Her options are nil. If she must say it, 
she is going to find some way of showing she doesn’t mean 
It. 


BOTH SITUATIONS can lead to resentment, rage 
and explosions. Clearly there has to be a better way of 
dealing with offending behavior in the family and in the 
school and workplace as well. 


When we truly feel sorry for an act or comment that is 
hurtful, we say so and then look for a way to show that we 
mean it. If we hurt someone, we try to find some little way 
of compensating for it. If we overlook something at work, 
for instance, that causes someone to stay later, we may 
offer to stay and help. 


I don’t believe in forcing anyone to apologize. When 
we force it, we’re teaching hypocrisy if it isn’t heartfelt 
and, worse, we’re teaching that saying sorry takes care of 


Our Christian Way of Life

In the past few months I have been associated with 
several people whose purpose in life is to analyze 
themselves. They analyze how they think, how they act, 
what they see and what they do not see. Unresolved 
conflicts and no little blame-casting smoulder in anger 
and resentment. 


It is a personally painful process for those involved and, 
one hopes, will also be personally rewarding and freeing. 
None of us is, I suppose, quite the person we believe 
ourselves to be. In our efforts to please or impress others, 
we all too often delude ourselves more than anyone else. 
Because we try to hide certain attitudes and reactions 
from other people, feeling they do not do us credit — or 
tarnish the public image we work so hard to establish — 
we rather naively presume that no one is perceptive 
enough to notice the contradictions that must occur. Nor 
are we always aware how much we suffer from them. 


IF WE are not anxious about what people think of us, 
at least we are curious. Few of us can honestly say that we 
are not affected by anyone else’s opinion of us. Even Jesus 
showed some curiosity when He asked, ‘‘Who do men say 
that I am?”’ If ever a human being knew who He was, it 
was Jesus and yet there was also that human interest in 
how He ‘‘came across’’ to others. 


Perhaps that is why we turn to therapists — to discover 
how we appear to those who see us fairly objectively and 
to judge how their concept of us reflects our own. The

it. It’s like forcing someone to say, ‘‘I love you.’’ The 
words are empty if not freely given. 


IF WE expect our children to learn to apologize and 
express regret, we need to add this component: what can I 
do to show you I’m sorry? This is more important than 
forcing children to say they’re sorry. 


One way to handle the situation in which one child is 
clearly an offender is to point out the offense and hurt 
involved. And then add something like, ‘‘When you’re 
really sorry and ready to apologize and decide how you 
can make up for what you’ve done, come back to us. 
Until then, it’s best you go off by yourself and think about 
ita 

This tells the child that a curt ‘‘I’m sorry’’ in the heat 
of battle won’t cut it, that some form of restitution is 
expected, and that she must bring herself back into the 
family circle from which she has removed herself by her 
actions. 


RESTITUTION CAN come in the form of saying, ‘‘I 
didn’t mean what I said. You aren’t stupid. You’re 
smarter than my friends.’’ Or, ‘‘I’m sorry I lied and got 
you into trouble. I’ll do your dishes to show you I’m 
sorry.’’ Or, ‘‘I’ll let you have my calculator since I broke

problem, I think, is one of standards. To what do we 
compare ourselves? What ideal do we wave before our 
eyes and use to decide failure or success? 


Most of us want to be liked and will compromise a great 
deal to court popularity or acceptance. Some of us are 
threatened by other people and cultivate a harsh 
brusqueness and little power plays to demonstrate how 
strong and independent we are — or wish we were. Some 
of us feel superior enough to dismiss criticism with 
contempt. But it seems to me that only those who are 
prepared to take the advice of the humble, powerful Man 
of Nazareth are likely to come to real personal integrity 
and remain true to the persons they really are, free from 
guilt and the impulse to punish. 


FORGIVENESS IS always the first step. That is well 
within our own control and we may will it or not. The 
release it brings is two-fold and is greatest for the 
forgiving. A certain detachment is also necessary. We 
need to stand back from our self-pity and _ self- 
righteousness and look with as much objectivity as we can 
on the people and things against which we have built up 
such fears and angers. It takes time to realize that it is not 
so much the people and events that damage us as our 
response to them. That response, too, is within our 
control and we may modify and alter it at will. 


But only when we have in our mind’s eye the truth that 


Mom says to tell you I’m sorry 


yours.”’ 


Fundamental to apologizing in the family is the model 
of parents. If we apologize to each other in front of the 
children and show we mean it, a powerful lesson is taught. 
If we mutter a half-hearted or bitter ‘I’m sorry,’’ an 
equally powerful message is passed. 


We also need to model and teach children how to accept 
apology. Sometimes this is harder than apologizing. If we 
respond to ‘‘I’m sorry,’’ with ‘‘You should be,” or “‘I’ll 
bet,’’ we demean both the apology and the giver of it. 


THIS DOESN’T mean we’re always ready to accept 
an apology. Sometimes we aren’t. Then we can respond, 
“I wish I could believe you’re sorry, but I can’t right 
now. Give me some time.”’ 


Wherever people live and work together, there will be 
conflicts and hurts. We need to accept that. We can 
minimize them but they will erupt. 


The difference between a family or workplace climate 
that is pleasant and one that is unpleasant lies less in the 
number of conflicts and more in how we react to and 
resolve conflicts and hurts. Saying ‘‘I’m sorry’’ isn’t 
enough. Showing it is. 


Jesus gave us are we likely to be able to make the radical 
change of heart and mind most of us need at least once in 
our lives. When we consider that our lives are God’s and 
that the talents we have, potential or actual, are also His, 
to be used in His service, we can begin to perceive how we 
have compromised that personal truth that is His 
reflection in us. 


Regardless of the circumstances in which we find 
ourselves, we cannot in conscience allow the demands or 
opinions of anyone else reduce our effectiveness as People 
of God, by undermining our faith in ourselves or 
questioning our value in the universal scheme of things. 
We do not come haphazardly into this world, nor are we 
abandoned to it by a callous or disinterested God. We 
come deeply loved and remain deeply loved and trusted to 
redeem our world by the quality of our presence. 
Anything that inhibits us from being the most loving, 
caring and generous person we can be, is contrary to 
God’s will and to our purpose in life. 


IF WE are unhappy and feeling frustrated; if we feel 
unloved and rejected, it is a sure sign we are looking for 
fulfillment in the wrong direction. I am not suggesting 
that living the Christian life as Jesus proclaimed and 
demonstrated it will solve all problems and eradicate 
troubles. Obviously not, but it will bring a certain joy and 
peace of mind. Knowing that, whatever might happen, 
we are truly giving of ourselves in His service, we may 
come to a serenity and sense of rightness that puts all else 
into a quite different perspective. 


The sacraments are a liturgical family 


Almost every Catholic of my age can remember that a 
sacrament is ‘‘an outward sign instituted by Christ to give 
grace.’’ This is the definition formulated in the Baltimore 
Catechism in 1885 by Bishop John Lancaster Spalding 
and Father J. deConcilio. Much earlier St. Thomas 
Aquinas (who died in 1274) described the meaning of 
sacraments by writing that ‘‘sacraments cause grace 
insofar as they signify it.’’ St. Thomas was building on 
the definition of St. Augustine (who died in 430) who 
stated that sacraments are ‘‘visible signs of invisible 
grace.”’ 


Actually no definition can satisfactorily cover all seven 
sacraments. Each sacrament has its own identity. They 
are somewhat like seven children in a family. All bear 
resemblances to one another because they have the same 
parents, a fact reflected in the family name. And yet each 
child has his own first name to show his distinctiveness. 
Often it is amazing how different children in the same 
family can be. We give a family name to our seven 
experiences; it is ‘‘Sacrament.’’ But each experience has 


its own first name, Baptism, Confirmation, and so on, to 
show its distinctiveness. 


DEFINITIONS OF sacraments center around the 
concepts of sign and causality. They reflect our Catholic 
tradition according to which we believe that God is 
present and active in His creation. In this sense we can 
view an almost limitless number of human activities as 
sacramental. A friend says to an alcoholic, ‘‘Please let me 
help you find help.’’ The moment changes his life as he 
responds to the invisible grace of God contained in the 
visible offer of his friend. And yet we do not have an 
eighth sacrament known as ‘‘human help.”’ 


What is it, then, which makes sacraments distinctive? 
Some say that it is the institution by Christ, but the 
Church itself was instituted by Christ and it is not an 
eighth sacrament in the strict sense. It is helpful to reflect 
that the seven experiences, whose immediate family is 
Sacrament, belong to an extended family which is 
Liturgy. As part of liturgy the seven sacraments are 


different from every other visible sign of invisible grace. 


The fact that the seven sacraments are liturgical gives 
to them three distinctive characteristics. The first is that 
they are worship of God, but just as each child responds to. 
his parents in a distinctive way, so each sacrament is a 
distinct act of worship. The second characteristic is that 
sacraments are public, not private. They are concerned 
not merely with the individual but reach out to the 
community of the Church. As it is impossible to have a 
“‘private’’ Mass, so it is impossible to have a ‘‘private”’ 
sacrament. Finally, because all liturgy centers on the 
celebration of the Eucharist, the Mass, so the other six 
sacraments are like spokes of a wheel of which the 
Eucharist is the hub. 


FOR ANY treatment of the sacraments to be complete, 
three questions must be answered: what does the 
sacrament signify about God, what does it signify about 
the community of the Church, and what does the 
sacrament signify about the Eucharist?

Cardinal Ratzinger, in a book published earlier this 
year, criticized what he called a ‘‘feminist mentality”’ 
among U.S. nuns, an “‘indiscriminate opening to the 
world’’ after the council, and ‘‘a progressive process of 
decadence”’ in the Church ‘‘under the slogan of a so- 
called ‘spirit of the council.’ ”’ 


Bishop Malone urged further progress in advancing 
women into leadership positions in the Church and said 
that the Church needs ‘‘to define the appropriate 
Christian stance toward the secular feminist movement.”’ 


THE U.S. bishop questioned efforts to blame Vatican 
II or misinterpretations of the council for weaknesses in 
Catholic faith or practice today. Rather, he said, 
“‘cultural factors originating outside the church and the 
council account for many recent problems in Catholic life 
in the United States, as in many other countries.’’ 


He added that ‘‘there are grounds for thinking that 
such factors would have done more harm to Catholic life 
than they have, were it not for the council and 
postconciliar renewal.”’ 


He also said, however, that church leaders had 
sometimes harmed implementation of the council when 
they ‘‘either resisted the Vatican II reforms or advanced 
personal agendas in the name of renewal.”’ 


WHILE GENERALLY praising the council itself and 
the quality of its implementation in the U.S. church, 
Bishop Malone acknowledged numerous problems and 
rough edges and an unfinished agenda. One of the 
greatest needs, he argued, is for “‘renewed, serious efforts 
at all levels in the Church to learn and interiorize’’ the 
council’s teachings. 


‘‘Fewer people have studied the council’s doctrine than 
speak of it,’’ he wrote, ‘‘and fewer have made it fully their 
own than have studied it.”’ 


The 1962-65 council issued 16 official documents on 
major areas of church life, starting one of the most 
thoroughgoing programs of renewal in the history of the 
Church. 


AMONG MAJOR benefits flowing from the council in 
the United States, Bishop Malone cited the extensive 
renewal in liturgy and worship, including greater 
appreciation of Scripture, spiritual renewal among priests 
and Religious, ecumenical and interfaith understanding, 
and strong Catholic education in the country which 
“continues to maintain the world’s largest system of 
Catholic schools at all levels.’’ 


He also praised ‘‘a healthy emphasis’’ on social justice 
alongside personal morality in moral teaching and said 
that collegiality and shared responsibility have been 
developed in the U.S. church to the point that “‘listening, 
dialogue and consultation are now taken for granted and 
significantly enhance the involvement of Catholics in the 
Church.’’ 


On the other hand, while praising the expansion of 
ministries and developments in lay leadership, Bishop 
Malone warned of ‘‘a blurring of the roles of the ordained 
and non-ordained.’’ 


IN LITURGY, he said continuing renewal ‘‘remains a 
high priority.’ He noted a decline in Mass attendance 
among U.S. Catholics in years following the council, but 
he said that it was ‘‘not directly attributable to the 
council’? and is still ‘‘encouragingly high’? when 
compared with rates of Mass attendance in other 
countries. 
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BATTLE OVER BONES — A legal battle is looming 
over the 1,000-year-old bones of St. Edward, the 10th 
century king of England.

He focused on catechetics and conscience formation as 
key issues in postconciliar years but said that ‘‘a working 
consensus...has begun to emerge’’ on “‘how to strike the 
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right balance between ‘content’ and ‘experience in 
religious education. 


He said there is a need “‘to re-instill in Catholics 
generally a commitment to evangelization and a sense of 
mission, as well as a correct understanding of 
ecumenism.”’ 


HE ALSO argued for “‘increased doctrinal and moral 
content’’ in homilies without undercutting the emphasis 
on Bible-based preaching recovered by Catholics since the 
council. One way to strengthen doctrinal and moral 
content in homilies, he suggested, would be to place more 
emphasis on the second reading at Mass, which is usually 
drawn from the letters of the apostles to early Christian 
‘communities. 


On U:S. religious life, Bishop Malone praised the ‘‘fine 
work being done by a special commission chaired by 
Archbishop John R. Quinn’’ of San Francisco to bring 
U.S. bishops and men and women Religious together. He 
urged ‘‘prudent openness to continued adaptations and 
experimentation’’ in continuing the renewal of religious 
life, and he called for ‘‘the further incorporation of 
women Religious into policy-making and overall 
direction of the Church.” 
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Pastoral draft 
keeps poor in 


NEW YORK (NC) — Christianity’s ‘preferential 
option for the poor’’ will remain a central theme in the 
U.S. Catholic bishops’ second draft of a pastoral letter on 
the economy, said the chairman of the committee writing 
the pastoral. 


But the option for the poor does not mean that the poor 
should be pitted against the middle class, added the 
chairman, Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee. 


‘WE STILL find the amount of poverty in this nation 
a scandal,’’ said Archbishop Weakland in an article 
previewing the second draft. The article appears in the 
Sept. 21 issue of America magazine, published in New 
York by Jesuits of the United States and Canada. 


Archbishop Weakland noted that thessecond draft is 
about one-fourth shorter than the first — or about 40,000 
words — and is somewhat rearranged. Copies of the 
second draft were scheduled to be sent to the nation’s 
bishops around Oct. 1. 


The draft is to be discussed by the bishops during their 
Nov. 11-15 general meeting in Washington. A third draft 
is then to be prepared and voted on by the bishops 
sometime in 1986. 


ARCHBISHOP WEAKLAND wrote that the second 
draft attempts to clarify some of the ‘‘misunderstandings 
or ambiguities’ and misleading ‘‘general impressions’’ 
which readers construed from the first draft. 


“‘One of these impressions was that the first draft pitted 
the middle class against the poor,”’ he stated. ‘“This was 
apparently because of the way the ‘preferential option for 
the poor’ was described. We will not drop that phrase or 
interpret it in such a spiritualized way that it’’ includes 
everyone who is hurting in any way whatsoever. 


‘‘Instead,’’ he continued, ‘‘we will present it in the 
context of the common good that necessarily includes 
everyone.” 


THE ROLE of government also again is discussed, 
despite criticism from some quarters that the 
responsibility of government in ending poverty and 
economic injustice was overly stressed the first time 
around, Archbishop Weakland stated. 


“In the second draft, we will not back away from our 
strong conviction that more can and must be done to fight 
poverty and unemployment,’’ he said. “‘This is a task for 
our whole society — both the private and the public 
sector. We will be careful about the tentative nature of 
our policy descriptions in these areas. Yet we must point 
out that, according to Catholic social teaching, 
government has a positive and necessary role to play in 
the search for economic justice.”’ 


While the second draft does not ignore the concerns of 
the middle class, it also challenges its values, the 
archbishop said. 


‘‘IN THE second draft, we have also emphasized the 
economic insecurity often felt in the United States by the 
middle class,’’ he said. ‘‘We are concerned about those 
who hover above the poverty level and are at risk of falling 
into poverty.”’ 

““The phrase ‘preferential option for the poor’ is not 
meant as a slogan to polarize our society but as a 
challenge to all — including the middle class,’’ he wrote. 
““In attempting to build bridges of responsibility between 
the poor, the middle and the affluent classes, one must 
also challenge many middle-class values in the United 
States and not leave the impression that all is well.”’ 


The archbishop acknowledged that the second draft 
“will indeed be an imperfect and incomplete document 
but we hope it represents the best effort possible at this 
moment of history.”’ 


THE BISHOPS have ‘“‘listened carefully to those who 
asked us to show more clearly the impact of the economy 
on the family’’ and have “‘heard the pleas of many to 
analyze in more detail the relationship between military 
expenditures and the economy,”’ he said. 


‘‘Not all of these topics could be developed in detail, 
and I leave it to the reader to judge whether we have done 
better in the second draft in these and many other areas of 
concern,’’ he said.

Figueredo noted that groups like the NAC demonstrate 
that U.S. bishops ‘‘care about in put’’ from laity on 
national and local levels. 

‘“The concept of service is at the heart of Christianity,”’ 


Figueredo said, addressing the role of lay leaders in the 
Church. 


“CHRIST MADE it clear that we would be judged”’ 
on the way we respond to others, she said. ‘‘We must put 
ourselves at the service of one another.’’ - 


Citing Vatican II, Figueredo said “‘it’s our duty to use 
our gifts to serve others.’’ She noted that those present 
were there as a response to this calling. 


But, we need not choose between service and 
contemplation, she explained. ‘“We must find time to 
pray and listen to Christ....Prayer is our means of talking 
to God....Prayer enlarges the heart’’ and enables it to 
receive God, she added. i :

Supreme Court ruling must be obeyed 


WASHINGTON (NC) — U.S. Education Secretary 
William J. Bennett again told public education officials in 
a letter Sept. 12 that they “‘must make every diligent 
effort’’ to comply with the Supreme Court ruling barring 
federal remedial education classes from being taught at 
parochial schools. 


Bennett wrote that he wanted to “‘provide further 
clarification’? of guidelines he released in an Aug. 15 
letter on how to comply with the decision. 


BENNETT STATED that the requirement that 
remedial programs be offered to public and parochial 
school students was not negated by the court. 


Since the Supreme Court’s July 1 ruling, public and 
parochial school administrators have been seeking ways to 
offer the classes outside parochial school classrooms. 


Bennett wrote that the letter was a response to “‘an 
increasing number of questions from state and local 
officials concerning the implications of the Supreme 
Court’s decision.”’ 

DELAYS IN school districts where officials are seeking 
court action to gain time to work out alternatives “‘in no 
way represent an attempt to evade the law,’’ Bennett 
stated. 
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ACAR THAT YOU CAN BELIEVE IN 


He added that as the decision states, school districts 
should be afforded ‘‘sufficient time’’ to formulate an 
alternative plan for providing services to private school 
children. 


A spokeswoman for the federal Education Department, 
Marie Robinson, said the new letter was not a reaction to 
a lawsuit filed Sept. 3 by Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State, which charged that 
Bennett is blocking efforts by officials to comply with the 
Supreme Court ruling. 

BENNETT PLEDGED that the federal Department 
of Education would continue to work with school 
administrators to comply with the court decision. 

Bennett said the court’s ruling need not have the 
“effect of prohibiting on-premises services to private 
school children in all other federal programs.’’ 
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In a recent newspaper poll, three 
hundred Californians were asked to 
identify ‘‘the most important person in 
the state’s history.’’ Interestingly, 64 
percent nominated a Franciscan friar who 
died in 1784. 


The name and accomplishments of 
Fray Junipero Serra are very much alive 
to contemporary people.

Junipero Serra. 


And then there are dozens of streets 
named after the friar, including Serra 
Street (San Buenaventura), Avenida 
Junfpero (San Clemente), Junjfpero Street 
(San Gabriel), Alameda Padre Serra (Santa 
Barbara), Serra Drive (Atascadero) and 
the Serra Highway (101). 


In addition, there was a Liberty ship 
(S.S. Junfpero Serra), a railroad station 
(Santa Fe, San Juan Capistrano), a Boys

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AMONG THE organizations bearing 
the friar’s name, the largest is Serra 
International which was founded Feb. 27, 
1935, in Seattle, Wash. Fittingly, this 
group of dedicated people dedicates its 
efforts toward vocations to the ministry. 


Among others claiming or invoking the 
name are the Serra Council of Catholic 
Foresters, the Court of Junipero Serra 
(Catholic Daughters), Junfpero Serra 
Council No. 14 (Young Men’s Institute) 
and Serra General Assembly (Fourth 
Degree, Knights of Columbus, Oakland). 


The oldest of these groups would 
probably date from 1903, when the 
Native Daughters of the Golden West 
instituted a parlor in Monterey which has 
since been known as Junipero Parlor No. 
141. 

EARLIEST AMONG the public 
proclamations honoring the Mallorcan 
priest was issued Nov. 24, 1913, when 
Governor Hiram Johnson officially 
proclaimed the 200th anniversary of 
Serra’s birth a legal holiday in California. 


Serra’s name and/or figure has 
philatelic significance too. It has appeared 
on at least five stamps from Portugal, 
Mexico and Spain. Hopefully the United 
States will soon follow suit.

Youth want more about 
faith, less on social issues 


KANEOHE, Hawaii (NC) — Catholic 
youth today would like the Church to 
concentrate more on how young people 
can develop their faith life and less on 
social issues, according to 18-year-old Pat 
DeMuth, chairman of the Council of 
Regional Representatives for the 
National Federation for Catholic Youth 
Ministry. 

DeMuth attended the annual meeting 
of the federation Aug. 21-24 at St. 
Stephen Diocesan Center in Kaneohe, 
near Honolulu. The meeting brought 
together the 14 regional coordinators for 


youth ministry programs in U.S. 
dioceses. 
“I KNOW that there is some 


questioning among Catholic young 
people whether social activism is really 
necessary to develop their faith,’’ said 
DeMuth, who is a member of St. 
Augustine Parish in Oak Harbor, Wash. 


DeMuth said he thinks youths feel 
church leaders are spending too much 


time addressing public policy and not 
enough time dealing with their basic 
questions on faith. 


What Catholic youths want, DeMuth 
said, is a ‘happy medium”’ between what 
he calls the ‘‘real radical’’. and ‘“‘real 
conservative’? wings of the Church. He 
added that many young people find that 
happy medium in youth ministry 
programs. 


ACCORDING TO Maggie Wilson 
Brown, executive director of the youth 
ministry federation and organizer of the 
annual meeting, young people today are 
more conservative than they have been in 
20 years and are more concerned about 
issues that affect their lives daily. 


She said those participating in youth 
ministry programs are there to find 
answers to basic questions about faith and 
about everyday issues like suicide, peer 
pressure, self-esteem, drugs and moral 
decision-making.

On teen suicide... 


Billy Joel’s hit record You’re Only 
Human deals with the important 
topic of téen suicide. He speaks about 
how strong the desire for death can 
be, particularly when everything 
about life seems to be a mistake. 


He thinks people can begin to 
move beyond such feelings by 
experiencing a ‘‘second wind.’’ But 
how does anyone deal with these 
feelings while awaiting that second 
wind? 


‘ 


1. Don’t be ashamed of suicidal 
feelings or thoughts. Many people 
experience such thoughts at some 
point. Denying such feelings only 
leads to their coming back with more 
vigor, particularly if things continue 
to go badly. 

Recognize suicidal thoughts as a 
sign of pain indicating that we need 
attention for our feelings. Share them 
with someone you trust and they will 
lose some of their power. Remember, 
as the. song says, “‘you’re only 
human.’’ And you aren’t alone with 
your thoughts. 


2. Develop the ability to forgive 
yourself. Throughout life there will 
be occasions when people need to 
forgive themselves again and again. I 
realize that when a person feels like a 
total fool, to say ‘‘I’m only human; 
let’s start over’’ is not easy. 


But it is a way to move beyond 
embarrassment and a sense of failure. 
The future is not defined by the past 
but rather by what we are willing to 
make it become. 


3. Don’t withdraw from life. 
Sometimes individuals feel so isolated 
it can seem there is no one to listen. 
Friends are often doing their own 
thing and a family may seem 
uncaring. 


It always helps to talk about things. 
Look in your phone book under 
counseling or ask your telephone 

-operator about a service where you 
can talk to someone. You can remain 
anonymous in making such calls. 


The biggest mistake is to think no 
one cares. Others may not see how 
much you are hurting. By taking the 
risk to share your pain, others will 
help. 

You may have to make more than 
one attempt to reach out for help. If 
one person doesn’t understand how 
you feel, try again. 

If you have suggestions on helping 
suicidal teens, send them to me so I 
can share them with others. Use this 
column to help other young people 
too.

Teens need more than ‘McMinistry’ 


TROY, Mich. (NC) — Today’s teen- 
agers may be subsisting on fast food, but 
their spiritual hunger needs more than a 
‘‘McMinistry’’ from the Catholic 
Church, a youth ministry specialist said. 


Giving the keynote address at a Detroit 
archdiocesan planning conference for 
youth ministers and youth group leaders, 
John Roberto of the Center for Youth 
Ministry Development, Naugatuck, 
Conn., called his planning process for 
youth ministry the ‘‘cafeteria-style”’ 
approach. 

‘““MY PHILOSOPHY is, variety is the 
spice of life, and if you offer enough of it, 
people are going to come in,”’ he said. 

‘‘Nobody eats every selection in a 
cafeteria,’ he added, advising that youths 
should not be expected to attend every 
offering. 

He criticized what he called the ‘‘fast- 
food’’ approach. 

“IF YOU wanted a proper name for 
the fast-food approach, you’d call it 


McMinistry. You know exactly what’s 
being offered. There are no surprises,’’ 
he said. 


“Tt tends to a rather narrow view of 
youth needs and it’s not comprehensive,” 
he continued. In the cafeteria-style 
approach, ‘“‘we put everything out 
because sooner or later we’re going to 


hook you.”’ 


Roberto warned the conference 
participants that ‘‘ministry has to be built 
around (a youth) agenda, not our 
agenda.”’ 


TO BE sure that youth ministers have 
an idea what young people in their parish 
want, he suggested inviting youths to fill 
out a short interest survey during a social 
after weekend Masses.
